BaggagE.  —  The  hand  luggage  of  all  passengers  is  examined 
in  the  train  at  the  frontier  stations  of  Kufstein  and  Buchs,  in 
the  presence  of  the  owners.  Keys  should  be  attached  to  all  luggage 
forwarded  by  Post. 

All  articles  of  Monopoly,  especially  Cigars,  Cigarettes  and  Tobacco 
are  highly  taxed.  For  their  own  use  travellers  may  import  duty  free 
10  Cigars  or  35  grammes  of  Tobacco.  Medicine  for  use  on  the  journey, 
instruments  and  utensils  required  for  patients  travelling  are  all 
duty  free,  as  well  as  wearing  apparel  for  passengers  own  use,  photo- 
graphic apparatus,  artists  Colours  etc.  Larger  quantities  of  medicine 
may  only  be  brought  into  the  country  by  special  permission  of  the 
political  authorities  (Statthalterei  Innsbruck).

Ill  a  moiiutaiiioiis  t'oiiiilry  like  Tyrol  the  tourist  will  fiiul  every 
wish  of  his  heart  gratified. 

Its  hikes  and  rivers  offer  every  opporluiiily  for  indulLjinii-  in 
the  pleasures  of  rowinj--  and  swimming-.  Hunting  and  fishing  (mostly 
trout)  are  to  he  had  everywhere. 

Hiding  horses  are  let  on  hire  in  all  larger  villages  and  towns 
and  Alpine  hotels.  There  are  gentlemens'  riding  cluhs  in  Innshruck 
and  Meran.  The  Innshruck  riding  cluh  has  a  convenient  covered 
riding  school.    In  Meran  horse  races  are  held  twice  a  year. 

Tennis  courts  are  laid  out  in  the  grounds  of  all  hetter  class 
hotels.  There  are  several  very  fine  courts  in  Innshruck.  Meran, 
Ho/en,  Koncegno  and  Igis,  Kil/hCdiel.

Motor  traffic  is  regulated  throughout  Austria  hv  the  Ministry 
Ordnance  of  28th.  April  11)10. 

Motorists  coming  from  countries  represented  at  the  Paris  (Con- 
vention of  Octoher  11th.  1909,  must  he  provided  with  an  interna- 
tional passport  and  a  permit  for  Austria  as  well  as  the  permit 
of  their  own  country. 

Tiie  j)assport  must  he  signed  hy  the  custom  house  official  on 
entering  and  leaving  Austria.  The  passport  is  availahle  for  one 
year  dating  from  day  of  issue. 

In  orcler  to  exempt  them  from  duty  motorists  should  he  pro- 
vided with  a  i)ass  (Trii)ty(pies)  otluu-wise  the  duty  must  he  depos- 
ited which  can  ho  reclaimed  on  leaving  the  country.  Those  Mo-

Custom  House  REguIations  for  Moior-Cars  and 
Bicycles. 

To  get  a  permit  to  pass  the  frontier  the  motors  mnst  be  reg- 
istered, and  the  respective  cnstoms  duty  deposited.  The  permits 
are  mostly  available  for  six  months  or  one  year. 

The  customs  duty  for  motor  cars  amounts  to: 

a)  up  to  400  kg.  per  100  kg.  Kronen  150.— 

b)  from  more  than  400— 1800  kg 1:20.— 

c|   from  more  than  1800—3:200 100.— 

d)  over  3:200  kg.  00.- 

The  duty  must  be  paid  in  Austrian  coinage.  On  the  frontier 
towards  Germany  bank  notes  of  the  Deutschen  Reichsbank  and 
Deutsche  Reichskassenscheine  are  accepted. 

The  Benzine  in  the  reservoir  of  the  Motor  Cars,  is  allowed 
duty  free,  but  the  benzine  carried  in  reserve  in  extra  receptacles 
is  taxed. 

Spare  parts,  especially  pneumatics  may  be  also  registered  under 
the  condition  of  deposited  duty.  On  leaving  the  country  either 
the  spare  or  the  old  pneumatic  nnist  be  produced.  The  customs 
duty  on  pneumatics  is  l.')0  Kronen  i)er  100  kg.

Radfahrerbundes,  and  the  Tiroler  Radfahrerbundes  are  allowed 
to  import  and  export  cycles,  motor-cycles  and  cycle-cars  dnty  free. 
For  foreign  cycles  without  legitimation  60  Kronen  duty  is  to  be 
deposited  when  passing  the  Austrian  frontier.  Xo  duty  is  demanded 
on  the  German  frontier.  For  Italy  a  deposit  of  Lire  4:2.60,  for 
Switzerland  Francs  70  per  100  kg.  is  charged. 

The  amount  is  refunded  on  leaving  tlie  respective  country.

The  Arlherg  Bailway  runs  in  the  western  direction  from  Inns- 
bruck towards  tlie  Arlherg,  through  which  it  i)asses  hy  a  tunnel, 
IHKU)  fl.  long.  The  tunnel  was  commenced  in  ISiSO  and  com])leted 
in  l<S8*i.  it  has  a  gradient  of2<^/o„  to  its  \)oiui  of  culmination  (i.'JTO  ft.) 
and  descends  l'»"oo  •**  Kangen  the  western  tcrninius.  The  line  itself 
from  limshruck  to  Hludcn/.  lias  a  leii.iiili  ol  1()1  km.  and  was  built 
at  a  cost  Si.OOO.IKlO  Ki-()ii('ii. 
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The  StanzEF  Ualley,  Upper  Inn  Ualley  and  fiusserfErn. 

The  Stanzer  Valley  from  St.  Anton  on  the  Arlberg  to  Landeck 
and  the  upper  Inn  Valley  from  Landeck  to  Innsbruck  forms  the 
line  of  separation  between  the  northern  Limestone  Alps  and  the 
southern  Primeval  Alps  (Primeval  rocks).  The  lower  group  of 
the  northern  Limestone  Alps  are :  The  Algauer  Alps  (Hohes  Licht 
8956  ft.),  the  Lechtaler  Alps  —  Parseierchain  (Parseierspitze 
10,126  ft.)  and  the  Rotwand  group  (Waldgrubenspitze  9,186  ft.) 
then  east  of  the  line  Murnau— Ehrwald— Fernpass— Imst  the  Wetter- 
stein-group  belonging  to  the  northern  Limestone  Alps  (Zugspitze 
9.560  ft.)  and  the  Miemingergebirge  (Hohe  Griesspitze  (9,196  ft.). 
The  lower  group  of  the  Uralpen  (Primeval  Alps):  The  Silvretta- 
gruppe  (Piz  Linard  11,380  ft.),  the  Verwallgruppe  (Kuchenspitze 
10,566  ft.),  the  Oetztaler  Alps  (Wildspitze  12,580  ft.)  and  the  Stubai- 
Alps  (Zuckerhutl  11,703  ft.  and  Schrankogel  11,666  ft. 

All  these  mountains  are  much  higher  and  more  rugged  than 
those  of  the  Lower  Inn  Valley.  The  valleys  are  narrower,  the 
vegetation  not  so  luxuriant,  yet  there  are  more  natural  beauties 
in  this  district,  than  in  any  other  of  Tyrol.  The  Allemanian 
"Oberlander"  is  entirely  different  in  character  to  the  "UnterUinder".

On  both  banks  of  the  romantic  Passer  are  beautiful  gently 
sloping"  promenades.  Meran,  Obermais  and  Untermais  are  sui)urbs 
of  Meran.  (iratsch  lies  1/2  lii*^-  walk  east  of  Menm.  The  resort 
is  situated  1,030 — 1,733  ft.  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  The  favour- 
able climate  of  Meran,  to  which  is  due  its  world  wide  reputation 
is  mainly  due  to  its  exceptionally  favourable  position.  Sheltered 
against  the  inclemency  of  the  northern  climate  by  ^high  mountain 
ranges,  spurs  of  the  Oetztal  Alps,  and  i)y  a  i)erpendicu]ar  mountain 
screen  10,000  ft.  high,  Meran  enjoys  without  hindrance  the  direct 
rays  of  the  morning,  midday  and  afternoon  sun.  The  east  and 
west  winds  are  considerably  diminished  by  its  protective  moun- 
tain barrier,  ranging  from  6000—8333  feet,  so  that  Meran  is  justly 
praised  as  being  one  of  the  calmest  health  resorts  on  the  continent. 

According  to  the  official  meteorological  observations  the  amount 
of  moisture  on  an  average  10  years,  during  the  season  (1.  Sep. — 
end  of  May)  is  a  little  above  647o.  Also  on  the  same  average 
there  w^ere  registered  in  Meran  during  the  season  107  sunny  calm 
days,  35  days  of  slight  sunshine,  10  rainy  and  7  snowy  days  per 
annum. 

Meran  has  a  mild  subalpine  climate.  The  winter  is  compara- 
tively warm,  with,  for  the  most  part,  a  singulary  clear  sky,  and 
an  almost  absolute  freedom  from  wind.

By  the  Ueberetscher  Railway  from  Hozen-Kaltern.

Fassaner  Dolomites  from  the  Rosengarten  group  (Kesselkogel 
10,000  ft.). 

Since  the  building  of  the  new  road  (I860  till  Welschnofen, 
1(S95  to  Fassa)  but  especially  since  the  errection  of  the  new  Karer- 
see  Hotel,  to  which  other  large  inns  have  been  joined,  theEggental, 
renowned  for  its  wild  romantic  landscape  beauty  in  the  lower 
l)art,  and  through  its  beautiful  woods  and  meadows  and  picturesque 
position  of  the  Latemar  and  Rosengarten  in  its  upper  part,  has 
become  the  aim  of  many  thousands  of  tourists  and  holiday  makers. 

The  DalDmltE  Road.

The  Dolomite  Road  Bozen— Toblach  leads  through  the  western 
wing  of  the  Eggental.  This  is  the  finest  road  in  Europe.  The 
last  part  (Cortina— Falzarego  was  opened  on  the  11  tli.  Sep.  1909, 
thus  completing  the  whole  of  tlie  Dolomite  road.  This  road  afTords 
travellers  a  great  variety  of  ever-changing  landscape  pictures  of  the 
Dolomites  of  Soutli  Tyrol,  the  most  fantastic  formations  of  the 
mountain  world,  and  beautiful  valleys  richly  wooded,  which  form 
a  most  striking  contrast  to  the  rocUs  towering  above  them. 

Tiie  large  Dolomite  road  leading  through  beautiful  mountain 
valleys  and  over  three  passes  unites  Bozen  with  Cortina.  From 
Bozen  it  follows  the  Bremier  road  till  Kardaun  and  then  turns 
into  the  maunificeuf  IN)r|)hvr  gorge  of  the  Euuental.  Pass  Bircha- 
bnick  i2,.S76  ft.)  and  Welsi-bnofen  (:V.)10  ft. |  and  the  bright  blue- 
green  lake  of  Karer,  in  whose  waters  the  benutiful  Falemar  is 
rellecled.  one  reaches  the  Karersee  hotel  (r),.")0()  ft.)  The  Latemar 
with  its  si(>u(lei'  peaks  towers  above  the  dark  grcHMi  forest.  The  road 
then  ascends  over  the  green  Ali)s  of  the  Karer  pass  (5,803  ft.) 
where  stand  tlu'  hotels  Latemar  and  Kareq^ass  and  then  it  ascends 
to  the  i)()tt()in  of  the  Fassatal. 

In  the  North  East  appear  the  Laugkofel  and  the  Mannolata. 
Vigo  di  Fassa  th(?  chief  place  of  the  valley  is  situated  high  on 
the  slopes  (i,():i()  ft.).  Beauliful  views  of  the  Pozza  and  iVrra. 
The  road  leading  through  these  villages  is  almost  b^vel,  below  the 
leiiihie  Larsec  towers  and  on  to  (lampitello  (4,8()()  ft.)  at  the  foot 
of  the  wil(l-rugg(Ml  Langkofel  group.  Then  eastward  towards  (!a- 
nazei.  on  llu'  left  the  hnge  sleep  walls  of  the  Sella,  on  the  right 
the  bold  pyrami«les  of  [Uo  V(M-nel.  Near  Lanazei  (i,87()  ft.)  an  inn 
has  been  buiil  by  a  (iernian  company.  Near  Lanazei  the  road  be- 
gins to  ascend  in  many  windings,  affording  beantiful  views  of  the 
lovely  valley  with  its  piclly  villages,  above  towers  the  menacing  Lang- 
kofel.    An   hotel  stands  at   the  ('(\i>;i'  of  the  wood,  built    by  a  com- 
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pany  from  Trient.  Soon  after  one  enters  the  Pordoi  pass  (7,500  ft.) 
where  the  dark  peaks  of  the  Padon  chain  (Sas  dal  Ciapel)  form 
a  phantastic  contrast  to  the  pale  Dolomites.  On  the  pass  is  a  good 
small  German  hospice,  under  management.  The  road  ascends 
through  alpine  meadows  to  the  idyllic  spot  Arabba  (5,373  ft.)  behind 
which  rises  the  Sella  like  a  gigantic  fortress.  The  valley  Buchen- 
stein  has  no  hollow.  The  brook  flows  in  a  deep  crevice,  and  on 
both  sides  rise  the  steep  slopes  up  to  the  rocks.  The  Pelmo  and 
the  Civetta  appear  in  the  east.  The  road  runs  along  the  northern 
slope  to  Pieve  (Pleif  4,916  ft.)  in  Buchenstein  and  turns  into  the 
intricated  wilderness  of  forest  and  rocks  till  to  the  Alleghe  lake 
and  to  the  huge  (Civetta  (10,733  ft.).  The  road  then  ascends  up  hill 
to  the  wooded  Andratschtal  and  the  village  of  the  same  name, 
and  past  the  interesting  wooden  houses  of  Cerandoi. 

In  the  north  one  sees  the  tops  of  the  Tofana  group.  Soon 
appears  in  the  west  beyond  the  gorge  of  the  river  the  grey  old 
ruins  of  Andratsch,  a  castle  rich  in  historical  associations  of  the 
prince-bishops  of  Brixen.  The  road  leads  through  a  winding  tunnel 
in  the  rocks  (Gasthaus  Dolomitenziel)  and  reaches  the  pass  Fal- 
zarego  (7,056  ft.)  full  of  debris,  between  Lagazuoi  and  Nuvolau. 
Splendid  views  of  the  Marmolata.  Small  hospice.  On  the  right 
the  singular  (]inqiie  Torri  (Ladin:  Zinke  Torres).  Soon  appear  on 
the  left  the  towering  rocks  of  Tofana.  On  the  right  rise  the  bold 
forms  of  the  Croda  da  Lago.  The  way  winds  round  Crepa,  with 
many  fine  views,  all  around  rise  high  mountains  till  one  reaches 
the  Ampezza  basin   with  its  wreath  of  Dolomites.
